thousands of men inio distinction in one particular line of effort. 
Life is 


too short io succeed in a great many directions. Those who follow a single 
aim even with less effort a t t a i n higher success than those who waste their 
energies on a great many things wilhonl accomplishing iiniHi in anything.

are given. A toue.h o£ acute interest 
is lent to. this work from the fact that 
through its direct agency human life 
may be saved, since one of the most 
common sources of fatal "hiine cave- 
ints Is the. destruction of the support- 
Ing timbers by fungi and other ene- 
mies of the wood. 


"What sorts of wood will best Ptanrt 


various strains-—In. bridges, buildings 
and different structures—will he de- 
termined in the timber testing labora- 
tory, where two seven-horsepower mo- 
tors furnish thu current to run the 


To see what sudden strains oak, 


pine, mnple and other sorts of wood 
will withstand the Impact machine 
mentioned before In this article was 
built In the machine shops of Purdue 
university and sent to the "Wisconsin 
forestry 
laboratory 
for experiments. 


Steam heated ovens for drying wood, 
in order to test the .shrinkage, warp" 
ing tendencies and water content of 
different varieties, are a part of tho 
laboratory equipment, nnd a room in 
which to conduct seasoning experi- 
ments has also been set aside. In an- 
other part of the laboratory tests will 
bo conducted to ascertain thu heat 
conductivity of different woods to as- 
sist In tho work of tho tests.

N virtue of her exalted position as 


superintendent 
nf 
the 
Chicago 


public schools Mrs. Elia Plagg 
Young is already tho foremost 


woman among the nation's educators. 
As president of the Illinois Teachers'/ 
association she henus the pedagogical 
profession in her state. If she is elect- 
ed president of the National Educa- 
tional association at Its convention in 
July in Boston, as seems possible, she 
will he the professionally recognized 
leader of the country's teachers. It 
hardly necessary to add that she will 
be the first woman to hold the posi- 
tion, since no other woman has ever 
advanced so far to the front In the 
profession of teaching as has Mrs. 
Young. 


It wns last year that Chicago as- 


tonished thu countlT hy electing Mrs. 
Young to the ofllce of superintendent 
of the city's schools. The very Idea of 
a woman superintendent of schools 
seems not to have suggested 
Itself 


previously to tho boards of education 
of the country's big cities, and the 
election caused a sort of shock.

across the line from Chelsea.

what children will do to meet relatives when they

strangers. There is no evidence, except, the Btateimmt of the children, that 
they were ill treated by anybody, but they must have bad a. home sickness 
and longing for their grandmother when they took such desperate chances 
to reach her beyond Manchester. Had they not been discovered at this 
city both would probably have been overcome and killed. 


Some family might give these children a good home where they would 


be happy and receive a good education. Judging from the impression they 
made in this city they arc very bright and intelligent children for their agn, 
and it is a pity to have them neglected or ill-treated. But they are under 
the control of their father and he has the sole'right to direct the movements 
of the children provided they are not neglected or abused. 


PROSPECTS OF THE GRADUATES 


With tho approach of the school graduations the prospective graduates 


who are to leave school not to return, will begin to look around for what 
they will do, what occupation they will I urn to or what business they will 
enter. 
They are thus brought face to face with the first practical problem 


of life and one which is among the most important of their entire lives. 
Upon the right selection of an occupation will depend largely the success or 
failure in each individual case. A great many pupils leave school without 
the slightest knowledge as to their practical aptitudes. They may have 
a predilection for this or that trade or calling, but they haven't {he slightest 
idea as to whether their talents and capabilities would fit them for such 
a calling. 


It is very important, however, that young people settle down to some 


line of work without spending years in shifting from one occupation to 
another. It very often happens that graduates could succeed to a far 
greater extent than they suppose in any given occupation if they would 
only take an interest in it and give it their entire attention. 
One of the 


great difficulties in such cases is, that the graduates are looking for some 
genteel position and do not like to accept any other. The boy or girl who 
is not over particular in this respect is likely to get along much better than 
the one who balks at manual labor. 


The boy will never succeed who is afraid or unwilling to use his hands 


in conjunction with his mind. 


There are a great many tramps abroad in this countiy from the very 


fact that they set their minds on a particular kind of work which they 
could not get and preferred idleness to engaging in any other kind. That 
is one of the ways to remain always at the bottom of the ladder and to 
run away from success us it were. 


Once a graduate geis settled in a position in which reasonable success 


is possible, the best thing to do is to keep right, nt it. One of the worst 
mistakes made by young people is the civilising around and shifting from 
one thing to another, planning to do thingn which they never gel ready to 
do and finally winding np without doing anything of importance. One of 
the great secrets of success is to concentrate the efforts upon one aim, one 
line of work. 
That is the way to attain excellence which will command 


respect and remuneration. It is this mude of spcciali/ntiun that, lias hrouirht 
thousands of men into distinction in one pnrlicular line of effort. 
Life is 


too short to succeed in a great many directions. Those who follow a single 
aim even with loss effort attain higher success than (hose who waste their 
energies on a groat many things without accomplishing much in anything. 


As to a definition of success and how to attain it hero is very good 


advice: '
